The _advan- 
tages ag a business centre are infer- 
jor to those of Red Deer. I could 
have compared Wetaskiwin with 
Red Deer, but the power plants are 
entirely different, those of the former 
~ eity being operated ‘the greater part 
of the time by natural gas( wells ‘hav- 
ing been sunk'a few years ‘ago at a 
cost of $80,000), steam only being used 
when the the flow of gas is deficient.

Lethbridge, since it was op- 
erated by J. Watson, has shown each 
yeara substantial surplus. In the 
power and electrical world there has 
been a continual striving after -bet- 
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sewer system. For the light and 
power service'a 200 horse -power tan- 
dem compound engine, coupled to an 
Allis Chambers Bullock: Generator, 
and two 150 hp. tubular boilers were 
installed; in 1913 a 75 th.p. k.w. unit, 
Belless and Morcum engine, coupled 
direct to a generator and exciter, was 
installed and took caré of the light 
load during the day. 

In November, 1918, the lfirst steps 
were taken to modernise the plant 
by alterations to one of the boilers, 
and this proved so satisfactony that 
din February, 1919, the other boiler 
was altered. In 1920 the original 200 
‘h.p. engine was taken out, on account 
of its steam consumption being un- 
satisfactory, being replaced by a ver- 
tical thigh speed engine and coupled 
to the original genérator. 

In 1922 a new 230 h.p. water tube 
boiler, with atl latest appliamces for 
economical working, was Installed. 
The whole of the plant is contained 
in brick buildings and is laid out to 
reduce labour to a minimum. 

The following figures taken from a 
comparative statement of revenue, 
metered supply, and coal, will chow 
conclusively the advantag> of keep- 
ing a plant up to date, and the wis 
dom of the Council of Camrose of

The comparisons here made show 
that over a period of years ‘the citi- 
zens of Red Deer have been paying 
for the same amount of light and 
power on an average $16.00, whilst in 
Camrose they paid $950, and if in 
Camrose, on a lower schedule of nates, 
they could not only meet their deben- 
ture payments and interest, modern- 
ize the plant, and make a new schel- 
ule of rates for power, the Western 
General under efficient management, 
could have done the same on _ the 
vastly increased charges they ‘have 
made, 


After the old compound engine was 
replaced by a modern engine, combin- 
ed with the newer equipment on the 
boilers, the coal bill dropped from 
$7413 to $4385, yearly consumption. 

A test was made last March to 
test the efficiency of the boilers under 
the new conditions, and the report 
issued by the men making the test is 
a guarantee of its reliability, showed 
that the amount of water evaporated 
by one Ib. of coal was 6 tbs. :A sim- 
ilar test was made at the Edmonton 
power plant by the professor of 
steam engineering of Saskatoon Uni- 
versity ‘which showed tthat one Ib. of 
coal evaported nearly 5 Ibs. of water. 

These results may mean nothing to 
the ‘man in the street, but to the 
trained engineer they speak volumes. 
Results such as tthese could not pos- 
sibly be obtained at the ‘Red Deer 
plant in its present condition. Coal 
we all know means expense, and in- 
creased expense means reduction of 
profits. 

The cost of management at Cam- 
rose, Wetaskiwin and Lacombe ig 
nil. The office expenses in connection 
with tthe power plant is $800 per an- 
num, Wetaskiwin $884, and Lacombe 
$900. If it is permissible to hazard 
an opinion on the cost of management 
and office_expenses at Red Deer, I 
would put it at not Iess than $10,000 
a year, which, df it was owned and op- 
erated by the clty, would mean 9 sav- 
ing of about 7 mills om ‘the taxes; and 
if the plant was modernized,-the ‘sav-

BACK UP THE HOSPITAL SCHEME 


Every citizen of Red Deer, whether 
male or female, should bear in mind 
the vote on the Municipal Hospital 
next Wednesday. 

‘There must be a two-thirds vote to 
carry, and the government is very 
anxious to see Red Deer the first in 
the province to come under govern- 
ment control. ‘3 

A few of the strong features are as 
follows: 

The Municipal Hospital Act will 
provide.for hospital attendance at the 
rate of: $1.00 per day, which includes 
the operating room expenses when 
mecessary; private ward and _ special 
murse if necessary, the same _ for 
maternity cases. 

There have been many who have 
mot been able to meet the high rates 
now. in effect, who have suffered seri- 
ous inconveniences; some have died 
rather than come in at the expense 
of the --municipality.. One day at 
hospital under present rates means 
as much as the whole year’s taxes un- 
der the*proposed schems, and no one 
knows the day he may be compelled 
to go to the hospital. ; 

The annual deficit has hitherto 
fbeen provided for in the general tax. 
Under this scheme the hospital levy 
will be approximately the same as 
the amount required per capita to 
make up the deficit, so there will be 
very little if any real increase in tax- 
ation. 

If the question is voted down, the 
hospital will probably be unable to 
carry on, and is in danger of being 
closed permanently. 

If it is carried, it will be thoroughly 
equipped and good care and scientific 
nursing will be provided for many 
who now suffer for the lack of it.

OUR UNDEVELOPED ASSET— 
* THE RIVER 


It is an old proverb that we never 
miss ‘the water till the well runs dry. 
The proverb may possibly be applied 
to the attitude of most of our citizens 
to our river—they do not realize how 
valuable an asset it is. Thanks to 
the river we have a modern water 
system as good as any of the big 
Western cities, a water system which 
gives Red Deer a considerable advan- 
cage in respect of residential attrac- 
tions over most of the towns which 
approximate to {ft In size in the Prov- 
ynce. We believe in fact that there 
is no really large city in Canada 
which is not situated on a river. The 
river valley, particularly in the direc- 
tion of the Canyon, has no Ifttle 
beauty, and at some future date there 
is a possibility that the creation of 
Jarge engineering works in _ the 
meighbourhood of the Canyon may 
make Red Deer the centre of a very 
{important hydro-electric power sys- 
tem with all its accompanying indus- 
trial possibilities. Unfortunately at 
the present time the river is not to 
any appreciable extent available for 
boating or bathing. If facilities for 
these could be got they would add 
immensely to the attractions of the 
city. Is it not possible without very 
great cost to have a small weir built 
on the river above the railway 
bridges which would back up _ the 
water for some distance above ‘the 
city and make it possible to have 
row boats and canoes on the river, 
and perhaps an enclosed and safe 
bathing pool. Tf it could be done, 
not only would the ordinary citizens 
have another most attractive recre- 
ation available at their doors, but by 
the organization of river carnivals, 
races and such sports visitors might 
be attracted to the city, and general 
business improved as a result. Nat- 
nrally, it would be essential to keep 
in view the city water supply, ‘the 
very serious problem presented by 
the spring ice and other engineering 
questions, as to which we must con- 
fess our ignorance. It seems how- 
ever such an immense pity to have 
this beautiful river at our doors and 
yet to make such a comparatively

Vimited use of it that we belleve the!

THE BEER QUESTION AND THE 
HOTELKEEPERS’ PETITION 


By a very large inajority the Pro- 
vincial Legislature has approved: the 
report of its committee to the effect 
that the petition for a vote on the 
question of the sale of beer is in or- 
der. This decision makes it most 
Hkely that within the next ten 
months at most a vote will be taken 
as to whether or. not the sale of beer 
is to be ‘allowed in the Province un- 
der certain restrictions. It does not 
seem to be certain in just what form 
the question will be put to the peo- 
ple but the main issue seems to be 
inevitable—beer or no beer. 

It is probable that this quéstion 
will be a burning one amongst all 
classes of the people until the vote 
is taken. From previous experience 
it is to be feared that the discussion 
of it will be marked by much bitter- 
ness and dack of restraint. ‘The atti- 
tude of such persens 23; Mrs. Nellie 
McClung, the m2nmrber for Hdmonton, 
is not encouraging in this respect 
and certainly not to be approved. 
Although the committee appointed by 
the Government to consider the valid- 
ity of the petition was drawn from all 
parties and gave careful  consider- 
ation to the petition before making. 
its report, and although it included 
such unimpeachable prohibitionist 
and reasonable independent member 
as Robert Pearson, formerly of Red 
Deer, yet Mrs. McClung and others 
of the extreme temperance party im- 


mediately assailed it and questioned’ 


the legality, the wisdom and even the 
good-faith of the committea’s finding 
on grounds which carry no conviction 
except of the inveterate prejudice of 
the assailants. It is a bad and yet all 
too common feature of public life 
with us to find committees appointed 
to investigate and report on questions 
and then have their findings question- 
ed and attacked by anyone who is 
not pleased with them These are 
not the debating methods which will 
help the cause of temperance and 
they are not the methods which the 
people have a right to expect from 
supposedly responsible and  intelli- 
gent representatives. That they are 
exactly the same methods as are re- 
peatedly used by the extreme liquor 
advocates does not add any justifi- 
cation to them whatsoever. 

Some time ago we published an 
article im which we tried to state 
the problem of prohibition as fully 
and fairly as possible. We do not 
now propose to repeat ‘that state- 
ment. We do, however, urge on all 
responsible citizens that they should 
try to give the fullest possible con- 
sideration to this very difficult ques- 
tion, that they should give credit to 
those who differ from them for a 
reasonable degree of good sense and 
good faith, that the supporters of 
strict temperance should remember 
that the principle of individual liberty 
is not to be lightly and contemptuous- 
ly brushed aside, while the advocates 
of the sale of beer should not forget 
the great and undeniable evil done 
at all times by the abuse of alcohol; 
that both sides should try not to allow 
their personal predilections or inter- 
ests to blind them to the general in- 
terest, and should remember that 
violence in argument on either side 
is apt to arouse opposition rather 
than to carry conviction. Finally we 
hope that if this vote is taken we 
shall hear no more of the somewhat 
childish attempts made by the beaten 
side on so many occasions to ques- 
tion the popular decision on any 
quibbling ground. The principles at 
stake in this controversy are temper- 
ance and Ilfberty. Both are great 
principles. Both deserve the most 
deliberate attention from all of us.

Rev. James Nesbitt, one of the first 
Presbyterian missionaries to go to 
Saskatchewan, mixed up alittle 
agriculture with his gospel, teaching 
the Indians how to grow ‘wheat, and 
in* 1869 they had a bumper crop of 
600 bushels of wheat.

Answering questions by ‘Thomas 
Sales (Progressive, ‘Saltcoats), Mr 
Campbell said there was no specula- 
tion in space in Montreal, and that a 
large percentage of the space asked 
for by Canadian shippers had been 
filled. From January 1 up to last 
Saturday, he knew of 7,000 Canadian 
cattle being exported from Canada. 
He advised Canadians not to ship 
“feeder” cattle weighing less than 
1,000 pounds, as those of that weight 
or less were usually two-year-olds and 
shrunk on the voyage, whereas older 
and fatter cattle could better with- 
stand the trip’s effects. He also 
‘thought it better to ship their cattle 
as “stores,” because they would have 
the option of either slaughtering at 


the port of arrival or keeping them 
for “finishing” in England for six 
weeks,

* New York, March 5.—A miniature 
engine whose power was_ generated 
by the sun’s rays was successfully 
demonstrated. today in the labordtory 
of the College of the City of New 
Shelia by Bernard Grossman, a gradu-

A parabolic copper mirror caught 
and focussed the rays upon a test| 
tube of water, the. heat causing 
steam which, in turn, operated the 
tiny motor at a high rate of speed. 

Grossman said his invention could 
be used in office buildings to provide 
light, heat and power, while the sun 
motor could be utilized to operate 
motor trucks. He will build a larger 
model to prove his theory.
